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COMPANY MEETING 


VICKERS LIMITED 
SIR HERBERT LAWRENCE ON YEAR’S ACTIVITIES 


The Sixty-ninth Annual General Meeting of Vickers, Limited, 
was held, on April 3, at the Hotel Victoria, Northumberland 
Avenue, London, W.C. 

General the Hon. Sir Herbert A. Lawrence, G.C.B. (the 
chairman), presiding, said :—The accounts which you have betore 
you show that the net profits for the past year were £928,105, 
an increase of £314,844 compared with those of 1934. After 
the transfer of £242,009 to reserve your directors recommend 
the payment of a dividend of 8 per cent. on the ordinary share 
capital and an increase in the carry forward of £13,386. 

During last year considerable progress, both as regards orders 
booked and work completed, was made in all the shipyards and 
works of the company and its subsidiaries and associated com- 
panies. We are still pursuing our policy of bringing all the 
production plant of the various works and companies up to a 
condition of full efficiency. This has meant considerable 
capital expenditure, but the results as regards quality, speed, 
and cost of production have already shown that the confidence 
we have placed in the management in this respect has been 
fully justified. 


COMMERCIAL ENGINEERING 

During the year we have continued to develop our commercial 
engineering business, and have executed large orders for 
cement machinery at our Barrow Works, where we have also 
executed many orders for heavy mechanical parts of winders 
for South African gold mines. Another important commercial 
engineering product is that of condensing plants for large power 
stations. 

At Elswick, in addition to the manufacture of naval and 
military equipments, we have executed large orders for heavy 
mechanical presses, which we are manufacturing under an 
arrangement with the E. W. Bliss Company of America. During 
the year a total of 64 of these presses were delivered, and I 
am pleased to report to you that this business, which provides 
a very suitable manufacture for our heavy plant, continues to 
expand. Satisfactory sales have also been made of our duralumin 
mine skips and man cages, principally for South African mines. 
Elswick also produced the largest hydraulic pump manufactured 
in this country, which was required by the English Steel 
Corporation for their 7,000-ton press. 


ENGLISH STEEL CORPORATION, LIMITED 

This company is the largest subsidiary of Vickers-Armstrongs 
and is owned jointly with Cammell Laird and Co., Limited. 
On previous occasions I have referred to the improvement in 
the results of the English Steel Corporation, Limited, and I 
am pleased to say that I am able to report further marked 
progress. 

The results of the corporation arise largely from commercial 
work (as distinct from steel for armaments), and the improve- 
ment is to a considerable extent the result of increased efficiency 
through the introduction of new plant and methods. 

The fusion of the stainless steel interests of the corporation 
with those of Thos. Firth and John Brown, Limited, has 
resulted in a satisfactory return, a dividend having been received 
during the year at the rate of 124 per cent. on the capital 
invested. Owing to the extended use of stainless steels the 
volume of business undertaken by the new company, Firth- 
Vickers Stainless Steels, Limited, has increased to such an 
extent that extensions to the plant have already become 
necessary. 


METROPOLITAN-CAMMELL CARRIAGE AND WAGON 

I am glad to be able to inform you that the first complete 
year of the new company has resulted in a net profit of £125,360, 
after taking into credit the dividends declared by The Midland 
Railway-Carriage and Wagon Company, Limited, and The 
Patent Shaft and Axletree Company, Limited. 


VICKERS (AVIATION), LIMITED 

The trading result of this company has been satisfactory, 
but the profit earned by its subsidiary, The Supermarine Avia- 
tion Works, has been considerably reduced; I mentioned last 
year the adverse effect on the profits of our aviation companies 
of the adoption of new types by the Air Ministry. During 
1935 the Supermarine Company has had two types of flying- 
boats adopted by the Ministry and production orders have been 
received for them. 

ROYAL COMMISSION 

Your company has given to the Royal Commission on the 
Manufacture of and Trading in Arms, which is still sitting, 
a very full statement in answer to a questionnaire received from 
them. Further, your representatives have appeared before the 
Commission and have given evidence. 


GENERAL 

It is true, as I have said upon a former occasion, that the 
prosperity of this company is largely dependent upon its ability 
to secure armament work here and abroad, but it has to be borne 
in mind that at our Vickers Works in Sheffield, belonging to 
the English Steel Corporation, at least 70 per cent. of the 
turnover is on commercial account, while at Birmingham and 
Trafford Park 100 per cent. is commercial. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

ASSOCIATED ELECTRICAL INDUSTRIES 
LIMITED 
SIR FELIX POLE ON ACTIVITIES OF THE GROUP 


The Thirty-sixth Annual General Meeting of Associated 
Electrical Industries, Limited, was held, on April 2, at Bush 
House, Aldwych, London, W.C. 

Sir Felix J. C. Pole (chairman of the company), presidi 
said :—At our meeting a year ago I pointed out that the diyj. 
dend of 6 per cent. was double the amount paid 12 months 
previously. This year your directors have the satisfaction of 
recommending a dividend of 8 per cent., after taking from the 
profits of the year the sum of £103,635, being the whole of the 
premium paid on redemption of our mortgage debenture stock 
last July. 


THE BALANCE SHEET 


As usual, I propose to review briefly our statement of 
accounts. The total capital remains the same as last year, but 
the 4 per cent, debentures and accrued interest, which amounted 
in total to £1,057,080, no longer appear. As already mentioned, 
the debentures were redeemed and accrued interest was paid 
in July last. Due to the general increase in the activities of the 
company, considerable variation will be found on the debit side 
of the balance sheet in creditors, loans, reserves, etc., and on 
the assets side in sundry debtors and stocks. Cash and Govern. 
ment securities now stand at £637,157, a decrease of £678,881, 
due to the necessity of providing funds for the redemption of 
debentures. 

If you now turn to the profit and loss account you will 
observe a decrease of £20,299 in debenture interest, represent- 
ing the saving in this item since the redemption of the deben- 
tures. As a result of this redemption no item of debenture 
interest will appear in the accounts in the future. 


IMPORTANCE OF ADEQUATE DEPRECIATION 


Depreciation, £91,832, shows an increase of £1,393 as com- 
pared with last year, and, as I have explained on previous ocea- 
sions this refers only to the assets of the Metropolitan-Vickers 
Electrical Company. The total amount of depreciation provided 
in 1935 by all the companies in the Associated Group was 
£349,593. During the past five years the Metropolitan-Vickers 
Electrical Company alone put to depreciation of plant a total 
of £420,000, or an average of £84,000 per year. The British 
Thomson-Houston Company’s figure was even larger. 


OUTPUT MAINTAINED AT HIGH LEVEL 


Turning now to the annual report, you will note that all the 
company’s works were well pce during the year. Output 
was maintained at a high level, and the volume of orders re- 
ceived was satisfactory, compared with previous years. Orders 
in hand on December 31, 1935, were on a higher level than at 
the end of 1934. I am glad to be able to add to this statement 
by telling you that for the first three months of this year orders 
received were materially greater than in the first quarter of 
last year. 


NEW ORDERS 


Many important orders were received during the year both 
at home and from overseas. The largest of these was the 
contract from the Brazilian Government for the electrification 
of a portion of the Central Railway of Brazil in and around 
Rio, to which I referred last year. From the South African 
Government we had an order for twenty-five electric locomotives 
for the Natal Railway extensions. These locomotives are 
generally similar to ninety-five previously supplied to the South 
African Government. The Victoria Falls and Transvaal Power 
Company ordered two additional 33,000 kw. turbo-alternator 
sets. Important orders secured in the home market included 
one from the North Metropolitan Electric Light and Power 
Company for a 20,000 kw. turbo-alternator set, to operate at # 
steam pressure of 1,950 lb. and a steam temperature of 
932 deg. F., and a 30,000 kw. low-pressure set. 

I may also mention the increase in the use of trolley-bus 
equipments, for which we have received important orders from 
the. London Passenger Transport Board. 

In regard to electric traction, special reference should be made 
to the system of er . control known as the Metadyne, 
which has been developed by the Metropolitan- Vickers Electrical 
Company. This development must have an important influence 
on railway electrification schemes, several of which are about 
to be undertaken by the main line railways, as well as by 
London Passenger Transport Board. 

You will gather from the foregoing that business has beet 
better at home and in the export market. This was especially 
the case in South Africa, whilst there was also an increase 0 
activity in Australia, India, and New Zealand. 


LAMPS FOR THE “ QUEEN MARY” 


The lamp business of our companies continues to expand, 
and you will have noted from the pamphlet circulated with the 
report that three out of every four lamps installed in the 86. 
‘Queen Mary ” were supplied by companies of the Associa 
Electrical Group. I think that is a very outstanding achieve 
ment.

SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN PROFITS 
EFFICIENCY OF NEW KEMSLEY PLANT 


LORD CAMROSE’S SPEECH 


The Forty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of Edward Lloyd, 
limited, was held yesterday at 4, Salisbury Court, Fleet 
Street, E.C. i 

The Right Hon. Lord Camrose, Chairman of the Company, 

ided. 

"The Secretary having read the notice convening the meeting 
and the report of the auditors, 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said :— 
You will remember at our meeting last year I explained to you 
that it had been necessary to draw upon our Contingency 
Reserve to meet the uneconomic conditions which were prevailing 
during 1934, I am glad to report that the conditions since that 
time have improved and that our profit for last year, which 
amounts to £250,036 Os. 10d., shows an increase on the previous 
twelve months of £54,881 lls. 2d. You will perhaps consider 
that even this increased profit does not show the return it 
sould do on the amount of money which is invested in this 
pusiness. Although this is quite true, I think you should take 
into consideration that our new extensions at Kemsley only 
ame into operation towards the end of December and tiat our 
accounts for last year have not benefited at all from this big 
addition to our plant. 

KEMSLEY EXTENSION 

This extension, which is in advance of anything so far 
attempted in our industry, had a good start-up and shows every 
romise of being a great success. The new paper machine, 
which is the largest in the world, is already making newsprint 
of excellent quality and is running at a speed and efficiency 
which is considered very satisfactory. 

In my speech last year I explained to you that it was our 
policy not to increase our tonnage of newsprint so long as there 
was the present over-production in Canada. Although there are 
indications that this surplus production is being rapidly taken 
up, we still think it wise to continue this policy, and we are 
therefore changing over some of our smaller machines at Sitting- 
bourne to specialities and so release newsprint orders for 
manufacture on our new plant at Kemsley. 

CONTAINER KRAFT. 

As a part of this plan we have, during the year under review, 
darted the manufacture of ‘‘ Container Kraft.’? One machine 
at Sittingbourne is already in full operation on this Liner Board, 
and we are planning to have another machine changed over very 
shortly. 

It will be inteersting to you to know that until the supply of 
Kraft Liner Board became available from our mills in Kent, 
the corrugated box manufacturers were importing nearly the 
whole of their supplies from overseas. 

This new undertaking of ours has had the fullest support 
from the makers of corrugated boxes in the United Kingdom, 
and the contracts which we have made with the members of 
the Corrugated Fibre Case Makers’ Association will, I am sure, 
not only prove very satisfactory to them, but it will also help 
us considerably in the rearranging of our Sittingbourne mills. 

The wall-boards which we are now making have been accepted 
generally by the trade. In this article, too, our high standard 
of quality has not only caused a demand which has brought us 
to full production, but has also justified us in increasing our 
plant and doubling the output on one of our machines. 


GOOD WILL 

Our relations with our customers, both here and in Australia, 
continue to be most satisfactory, and it is a great pleasure to 
me to acknowledge once again the support which they have 
extended to us over a long period of years. It has always been 
our endeavour to justify this good will, not only by a high and 
consistent grade of product, but also by maintaining our plant 
and efficiency at the very highest standard. I am sure this fact, 
combined with our plans for the future, will encourage them 
to retain to the full the confidence which they have always 
Placed in this old-established firm. 


THE ACCOUNTS 
_ Turning to the balance sheet, I think there are very few 
items which require any special mention. You will notice that 
the additions to buildings, plant and machinery amount to 
£580,860 18s. 9d., which represents approximately the balance 
of the cost of the Kemsley Mill extension. 

Stock-in-trade shows a reduction of £69,626 12s. 3d. compared 
with 1934, in which year this item was abnormally high, and 
book debts, investments and cash are lower by £130,622 19s. 7d. 
and £126,652 9s. 7d. respectively. 

On the liabilities side sundry creditors, bills payable and other 
tredit balances show an increase of £131,323 18s. 3d., due chiefly 
to our having received extended credit from our contractors. 

In concluding his speech, the Chairman paid a high tribute 
‘o the staff and employees and said that in all departments 
there had been maintained that loyalty and good feeling which 

been characteristic of the firm for so many years. 

The resolution for the adoption of the report and accounts was 
carried: unanimously.

The week-to-week movements of the London ex- 
change rates on all the European centres for which par- 
ticulars are quoted in the above table were confined 
within comparatively narrow limits during the five 
weeks ended April 4. The largest variation in any 
week did not exceed 0°3 per cent. and in no case was 
the net movement during March great. The rates for 
the three Scandinavian currencies were maintained at 
a level which has been substantially unchanged since 
the middle of 1933. In relation to each of the other 
European countries, the lira excepted, sterling had 
depreciated on balance during February. During 
March there was a movement in the opposite direction, 
the pound appreciating in terms of each of these cur- 
rencies, except the belga, by amounts varying from 0-4 
per cent. for German reichsmarks to 0°8 per cent. for 
§wiss francs; in relation to the belga the pound 
showed practically no change on balance during March. 

As compared with the closing rate on September 19, 
1931, the pound was at an average premium of 2°8 per 
cent. in relation to the United States dollar and of 1:0 
per cent. in relation to the Canadian dollar in the week 
ended February 29, the appreciable increase in the 
premium during January having been followed by a 
slight movement in the opposite direction in February. 
This movement continued during March, the pound 
depreciating by 0:3 per cent. in the second week of the 
month. The depreciation continued during the next 
two weeks in relation to the United States dollar, but 
the movement in relation to the Canadian dollar was 
slight. On balance the pound declined in value by 
18 per cent. relative to the United States dollar and 
by 0:2 per cent. in relation to the Canadian dollar. 
Canadian funds in New York were at a premium of 
# per cent. on February 26 and ~ per cent. on 
March 5, but were quoted at a discount of A, per cent. 
o March 12, #, per cent. on March 19, 2 per cent. 
on March 26 and 4% per cent. on April 2. 

The pound depreciated by 0:3 per cent. in relation to 
the Japanese yen during the first week in March and 
by 0:2 per cent. in the week ended April 4; on balance 
the depreciation of the pound during March amounted 
to 0-7 per cent. The Shanghai dollar, after being 
quoted at 14,8-d. since February 18, moved to 144d. on 
March 8, at which rate it stood for the rest of the 
month. 

According to information received from Buenos Aires 
the official selling rate for the Argentine peso appre- 
tiated one point to 17-02 pesos to the pound during the

fortnight ended February 28. The rate was unchanged 
during the next two weeks. The free market rate 
showed an appreciation of the local currency from 18°11 
to 18-07 pesos to the pound during the period from 
February 14 to 28, and there was a further slight appre- 
ciation to 1806 pesos in the following week; after 
reaching 18:00 pesos on March 9, the rate declined and 
closed at 18:06 pesos to the pound on March 13.

In comparison with the French frane the rate in 
Paris showed the Dutch florin and the Swiss france to 
be at a premium of nearly 0-5 per cent. practically 
throughout the month. The lira, which declined 
during February to a discount of 10:2 per cent. at the 
end of that month, depreciated further to a discount of 
about 10°5 per cent. in the second week of March and 
remained unchanged at that level for the rest of the 
month. The belga, which was at a discount of about 
28:2 per cent. at the end of February, rose sharply 
during the first week of March and again in the last 
week of the month, the quotation on April 2 showing a 
discount of 27-7. 

The pound sterling was quoted at a discount of 39°8 
on February 27 and improved in value to a rate show- 
ing a discount of 39°6 per cent. on March 26 and 39°5 
per cent. on April 2. The United States dollar also 
appreciated considerably during March from a discount 
of 41:3 per cent. at the beginning to one of 40°7 per 
cent, at the end of the month. Spanish pesetas 
remained unchanged at a discount of 57-9 per cent.

The average of wholesale prices in March was the 
same as in February, but showed an increase of 5-5 per 
cent. as compared with March, 1935, the index num- 
bers for the three months being 91-7, 91:7 and 86-9, 
respectively. In each of the previous six years there 
has been a fall in the index for all articles for March as 
compared with February, resulting mainly (with the ex- 
ception of 1932) from a seasonal decline in food prices, 
though prices of industrial materials were also some- 





what lower, except in 1931. The decline in food prices 
last month (0°8 per cent.) was only about one third 
of that recorded in each of the two preceding yea!’, 
while the index for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures showed an increase of about one-half of one per 
cent. 

The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (excluding fuel) into basic materials, inter 
mediate products and manufactured articles, shows 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES— Continued 


increases of about one-half of one per cent. in all three 
groups. The index for building materials was un- 
changed. Compared with March, 1935, basic materials 
rose by nearly 164 per cent., intermediate products by 
about 5 per cent., and manufactured articles by about 
% per cent. Building materials were nearly 3 per cent. 
dearer than a year earlier. 


Food prices rose slightly during the first week of 
March, declined sharply in the second week and again 
yose slightly towards the end of the month. Prices of 
industrial materials showed no movement in the first 
half of the month, but tended to rise in the second half.

As compared with February, there were decreases of 
4} per cent. for meat, fish and eggs, and of rather more 
than one-half of one per cent. for cereals, while an 
increase of over 14 per cent. was shown for ‘* other food 
and tobacco.’’ In industrial materials and manufac- 
tures there were further increases in the non-ferrous 
metals, wool, and iron and steel groups of about 2, 14 
and 1 per cent., respectively. ‘‘ Other textiles ’’ were 
‘lightly higher, coal and chemicals and oils showed 
small decreases, while no appreciable change was re- 
corded for the cotton and miscellaneous groups. Com- 
pared with March, 1935, prices in the ‘‘ other food and 
tobacco ’’ and cereals groups advanced by 8 and 24 per 
cent., respectively, but in the meat group there was a 
decrease of over 2 per cent. With the exception of 
cotton, which was 2} per cwt. lower than a year earlier, 
all industrial groups showed higher averages, the largest 
Mereases being for wool (254 per cent.), non-ferrous 
Metals (144 per cent.) and ‘‘ other textiles ’’ (114 per 
tent.). Prices in the coal and miscellaneous groups 
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were about 54 per cent. dearer, and increases of about 
44 and 2} per cent. were recorded for iron and, steel 
and chemicals and oils. 


MovEMENT oF Commopity PrIcEs 


The table on pages 520-521 shows the average 


' monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 


included in the index. 


Comparing the prices in March with the averages for 
the preceding month, and considering only those com- 
modities quotations for which are included in the table, 
English (Gazette average) barley declined by 4 per 
cent, and Californian malting barley and straight-run 
flour each by 24 per cent. Maize advanced by 7 per 
cent., while rice was 54 per cent. cheaper. In the 
meat group hams rose by 5} per cent. and bacon was 
slightly dearer. Scotch beef declined by 64 per cent. 
and Argentine chilled (hinds) by 8} per cent., while 
Argentine chilled (fores) rose by 24 per cent.; lamb 
was about 64 per cent. cheaper. There were seasonal 
decreases for Danish eggs (224 per cent.) and fish (124 
per cent.). Among other foods, Danish butter rose in 
price by 8 per cent., while New Zealand and British 
butter declined by 74 and 3 per cent., respectively. 
New Zealand cheese was 6} per cent. cheaper, but 
English cheese showed a slight increase. The rise in 
the prices of tea and cocoa continued. Potatoes 
cheapened slightly for the second month in succession, 
but were about 80 per cent. higher than in March, 1985. 


Among the industrial materials and manufactures 
included in the table, Fifeshire steam coal was a little 
cheaper than in February. There were a number of 
increases in the iron and steel group, the largest being 
5 per cent. for both steel billets and wire rods. Of the 
non-ferrous metals, zinc and lead advanced by 6} and 
4 per cent., respectively, and small increases were 
shown for brass sheets, tin and electrolytic copper. Raw 
cotton was a little dearer, yarns were slightly 
cheaper, and prices of piece goods showed no important 
change. Small increases were shown for most of the 
wool items. Jute rose by nearly 4 per cent., but hemp 
was 3 per cent. cheaper. Of the chemicals and oils, 
palm kernel oil and kerosene declined by 54 and 44 per 
cent., respectively, while the rise in price of sulphate 
of ammonia continued. Among the miscellaneous 
items, cowhides fell by 7 per cent., and ox and heifer 
hides were also cheaper. Chemical wood pulp 
(sulphite, bleached) rose by 3 per cent., but esparto 
declined by 3 per cent. Bricks were cheaper by 4 per 
cent. after remaining unchanged in price for over a 
vear. Rubber, building deal and tongued and grooved 
flooring were a little dearer. 


With regard to commodities, the prices of which are 
included in the compilation of the index, but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, the largest varia- 
tions in the food groups were increases of 274, 234 and 
124 per cent., respectively, for tomatoes, onions and 
oranges, and a seasonal decrease for English eggs (294 
per cent.). There were no outstanding changes among 
the industrial materials and manufactures not included 
in the table. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for March 
with those relating to February shows 71 increases and 
47 decreases, articles of food accounting for 22 of the 
former and 81 of the latter. Of the 22 increases for 
food, 14 were of less than 5 per cent. and 5 of between 
5 and 10 per cent., the remaining three (which have 
been mentioned above) being 12}, 234 and 273 per cent. 
Of the 31 decreases for food, 20 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 8 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and three 
of 124, 224 and 29} per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 49 increases, 46 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 8 of between 5 and 10 per cent. ; there were 16 
decreases, 14 being under 5 per cent. and 2 of between 
5 and 10 per cent.

RICE EXPORTS FROM SIAM, BURMA 
AND INDO-CHINA 


According to ‘‘ The Bangkok Times ”’ exports of rice 
and rice products from Bangkok during January 
totalled 142,264 metric tons as compared with 167,096 
metric tons in January, 1935. 

Exports of rice and bran from Burma in the same 
month amounted to 274,655 metric tons as compared 
with 315,135 metric tons a year earlier, while exports 
of rice from Saigon, including local movements to 
Annam, Tonkin and Cochin-China, aggregated 60,174 
metric tons as against 135,066 metric tons. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


SOYA BEANS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 3) Order, 1936 (8.0. & O. 1936, 
No. 308), authorising, under Section 9 of the Finance 
Act, 1932, the allowance of drawback of Customs 
duties as from April 9, 1936, in respect of soya beans 
used in the manufacture of (1) soya bean oil, whether 
hydrogenated or not, but not including mixtures of soya 
bean oil with other oils, and (2) certain soya bean flour. 

The export trade in soya bean oil is of some impor- 
tance, and an export trade is also being built up in 
edible soya bean flour. In both cases, however, the 
business is adversely affected by the duty now payable 
on the soya beans which are imported mainly from 
foreign countries, production in the United Kingdom 
being as yet small.

SCOTTISH SEA FISHERIES IN 1935 


Increases in the total quantities and values of fish landed 
in Scotland during 1935 are recorded in ‘‘Sea Fisheries 
Statistical Tables, 1935,’’ prepared by the Fishery Board 
for Scotland, and published by H.M. Stationery Office, 
Adastral House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, price 1s. net, 
1s. 1d. post free. 


The total quantity of fish landed by British fishing vessels 
was 5,506,477 cwts., valued at £3,852,112, besides shell-fish 
valued at £91,625, as against 5,053,497 cwts., valued at 
£3,554,211, and shell-fish valued at £92,404 in 1934. 


In addition, 218,084 cwts., valued at £124,581, were landed 
in 1935 by foreign fishing vessels, mostly German trawlers 
engaged in the Icelandic fishing, as against 242,109 cwts. 
and £131,535 in 1934. The grand totals for 1935 were 
5,724,561 ewts., valued, with shell-fish, at £4,068,324, as com- 
pared with 5,295,606 ewts. and £3,768,151 in 1934. 


Exports oF Curep HERRING 


A big increase is recorded also in the exports of cured 
herring from Scotland at 620,516 barrels, as compared with 
494,183 brls. in 1934; 455,193 bris. in 1933; 564,650} brls. 
in 1932, and 486,101 brls. in 1931. The exports of herring 
sprinkled with salt or iced declined from 89,7984 crans in 
1934 to 83,039 crans in 1935. There was a decline also in 
the quantities of other fish exported, viz., 91,974 ewts. in 
1935, as compared with 109,930 cwts. in 1934. The main 
importer of cured herring from Scotland was Germany, 
which took over 260,000 brls. 


The total quantity of herring cured, kippered, etc., 
amounted to 796,475 bris., valued after cure at £1,628,613, 
as against a total of 626,411 brls., valued at £1,272,210 in 
1934— an increase in value in 1935 of £356,403.

CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples between March 19 and 25 to 
various United Kingdom ports:—8,080 barrels, 10 half- 
barrels and 5,220 boxes. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to March 13 totalled 1,406,277 barrels, 35,838 
half-barrels and 2,107,573 boxes, as compared with 1,252,767 
barrels, 44,160 half-barrels and 1,644,691 boxes during the 
corresponding period last year. 


CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


There was a satisfactory rainfall during February which 
helped cereals to recover from the effects of drought in 
December and January. Prices of farm produce showed an 
all-round improvement with the exception of cumin and 
aniseed. Wheat prices made a further advance and barley 
became firmer. No great improvement can be expected in 
prospects for oats. 


Planting of the summer crop of potatoes was completed ; 
the area under the crop is less than last season. An in- 
crease of the area put under onions is expected. Cotton 
ginning and baling continued. The flax outlook is good. 
Aniseed cultivation is again very limited. The area under 
cumin is practically a record. 


Lemons are no longer available for export, but the orange 
market is showing the usual seasonal activity; the groves 
are in excellent condition. The condition of all other fruit 
trees except almonds is good. Carob production is good. 


Tobacco seedlings are growing satisfactorily. Licensing 
of growers closed at the end of February and a good number 
of applications for planting tobacco were received. For 
vine products demand is poor.—Government of Cyprus 
Information Office in London,

EXPORT TRADE IN 1935 


The total value of exports from Colombia in 1935 was 
140,550,000 pesos, as against 151,979,000 pesos in the pre- 
vious year. Coffee accounted for 78,665,000 pesos of the 1935 
exports, oil for 29,097,000 pesos, gold for 16,649,000 pesos, 
and bananas for 8,939,000 pesos. 


Exports of coffee last year amounted to the record figure 
of 3,785,674 bags, of which 2,868,441 bags went to the United 
States and 824,570 bags to Europe. In 1934 the total exports 
were 3,142,886 bags, of which 2,612,455 bags went to the 
United States and 479,971 bags to Europe. It will be seen 
that the figure for Europe in 1935 is nearly double that for 
1934.—A nglo-Colombian Chamber of Commerce in London. 


ESTONIA 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM, 
JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


The Estonian Legation in London reports that during the 
first two months of the current year imports from the 
United Kingdom into Estonia were valued at 2,028,000 
kroons and exports from Estonia to the United Kingdom 
at 3,722,000 krs., as against 1,579,000 krs. and 5,033,000 
krs. respectively in the corresponding period of 1935. 
The trade balance for this year was favourable to Estonia 
to the extent of 1,694,000 krs., as compared with 3,454,000 
krs. a year earlier. 


It may be noted that during the first two months of 1936 
imports from the United Kingdom increased by 28-5 per 
cent., while exports to the United Kingdom decreased by 
26 per cent., when compared with the 1935 figures.

CERTAIN OPTICAL COLORIMETERS 


By the Safeguarding of Industries (Exemption) No. 3 
Order, 1936, dated March 26, 1936, made by the Treasury 
under Section (10) 5 of the Finance Act, 1926, the following 
goods have been exempted from Key Industry duty imposed 
by Section 1 of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1926 :— 


Optical colorimeters such as comprise a prismatic eye- 
piece and two vertical tubes, one with a draw-off 
cock or, alternatively, rack and pinion device 
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operating an inner tube, to vary the depth of liquid 
viewed, and the other carrying standard colour 
discs. 


The exemption becomes operative in respect of goods of 
the above description not entered with the Customs or de- 
livered from bonded warehouse, as the case may be, before 
the 3rd day of April, 1936, and remains in force for a period 
ending on the 30th day of April, 1936. 


Imported goods exempted from Key Industry duty under 
this Order become liable to duty under the Import duties 
Act, 1932. The words ‘‘ Exempt from Key Industry duty 
under Treasury Order of March 26, 1936,” are to be inserted 
in the Customs entry for goods in respect of which exemption 
from Key Industry duty is claimed under this Order.

DESCRIPTION OF LEATHER 


Nore.—The third paragraph of the following notice should 
bread in substitution for the third paragraph of the similar 
notice given in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 504) : 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that a Bill to define the term ‘“‘ leather ”’ and to 
prevent fraud in the trade in this article was recently 
passed by the Chamber of Deputies. 


The Bill proposes’ to make it illegal to import, hold for 
purposes of sale, offer for sale or sell under the name of 
“leather,” with or without a qualification, any materials, 
vhether or not presenting the appearance of leather, which 
are not a product obtained from animal skin by means of 
atanning or impregnation process which keeps the natural 
formation of the fibres of leather. 


It provides that products which do not fall within this 
definition, whatever may be their apparent analogy to 
kather, must in no case be given a trade term including 
the word ‘‘ leather.” Administrative regulations would fix 
the conditions under which products similar to leather and 
lather substitutes might be sold. 

The above provisions are not, however, to prevent ex- 
porters from using any trade terms legally recognised in 
the countries of destination.

EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, according 
to a Decree Law published in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficial ” of 
March 14, and effective as from that date, the exportation 
from Roumania of the following materials is prohibited :—

THE GRAIN MILLING TRADE 


Note.—Under the Wheat Act, 1932, quota payments 
have been made by millers to the Wheat Commission 
since the 19th June, 1932, in respect of their output of 
flour as defined in the Act. The amounts of the quota 
payments made by millers in 1934 and 1933 are ex- 
cluded from the recorded values of the output of wheat 
meal and flour. The total amount of such payments, 
as returned by millers for the purposes of the Inquiries, 
was approximately £6,120,000 in 1934 and £4,610,000 
in 1933.
